Applicant has argued that, with regard to claims 10 and 14, the feeding means 62 of Finneran et al. only connected to the condensing 
section of unit 22 and not to the heating section. 

The examiner respectfully disagrees with applicant. In col. 7, lines 22, 27-28 and lines 36-44, the reference clearly states that the 
recycle is fed to "the secondary heating and carbamate condensing zone". The reference does not state that only the condensing portion 
of unit 22 receives the recycle. The rejection is maintained. 
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
